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Qovcmmont in Few Weeks Will |
Convert Policies Aggregat-
ing $35,000,000,000

GEHEHOUS TERMS OFFERED

Ay a Staff Correapondent '
Washington, April 14.—The policies |
have heen engraved, the premium rates
fixed and the government has every-
thing now rendy to begin in about |
four weeks converting the 4,2500,000 |
war-term insuranee policies issued on
the livex of the soldiers, sallors and

neént life insurance such ar now fssued
by the private insurance companpies.

An idea of the magnitude of the
task ahead of the war risk insurance
bufeau may be obtained swhen st is
known that of the 5,000,000 or more
men who enlisted during the war about
4,250,000 took out life insurance poli-
cles totaling $35,000,000,000. That is
a8 much ordinary life insurance as
ithere was outstanding with all, the
Hfe inmurance eompanies in the world
at the beginning of the war.

The war-term insurance carried by
the fighting men may be converted, in
whole or in part, any time within the
rears  into  ordinary life,

twenty-payment life,' thirly-payment
1ife, twenty-yoar endowment, thirty-
year endowment or endowment matur-
ing at the age of sixty-two.
_ The premiums to be charged by the
government are about 20 per cent lower
a]l along the line than those charged
for the same farm of insurance by the
insurance companies. The government
will bear all the expenpes of admin-
istration usually charged to policy-
holders and will extend all the usual
‘conversion advantages and several not
offared by the companies,

These low rate ingurance policies,
with the specinl disability @ause and
other advantages, are to, be offered also
fa future to those who may, enlist or be
commissioned in the army or navy, if
‘application is made within 120 days
after such enlistment or commission,

One important feature of the govern-
ment insurance not extended by nny of
the insurance companies is that pro-
viding that whenever the policyholder

beecomes totally and permanently dis-
“abled, payment of premiums ghall cease,
dod he shall receive, regardless of his
age, monthly installments of §5.75 per
R1000 of insurance, for the entire
period of total disability for life.

In event of death all policies are
payable te the beneficiary in 240
monthly installments. DPolicies wur-
rendered for paid-up dnsurance, how-
! pver, are payable at death in one lump
wum, and endowment policies nre pay-

ble to insured st maturity in the same

anner.

The premium rates will be based on
the age of the insured at the time the
conversion is made,

The $36,000,000,000 of life insurance

on the soldiers, sailors nnd marines wau
all written within twelye months by
the war risk insurance bureau, In one|
month, August, 1018, more than 84,- |

000,000,000 of life insurnnes was writ- |
ten by the burean, and an average of
£11,000,000,000 was written for each of
the twelve months between Oectober,
1017, when the government began is-
suing the insurance, and October, 1018,
